With the passage by the senate yes­ 
terday p i the Crafts good roads bill, 
Which affords the voters an oppor- 
tunity of so amending the constitu­ 
tion as to take advantage of the fed­ 
eral appropriation fbr highway im- 
provement, Alabama may be said to 
have entered a new era.

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OK greater representation in the temporary organization of the 
consolidated city, which is the one important organization, is fair­ 
ness, then we submit in all candor that unfairness ought to be a 
virtue.

Our good friend owns property in Albany, and his friends own 
property here, and we ask him if he does not believe that he would 
display good judgment by showing some flexibility in ideas, and 
in patterning after the, old adage, which says that “Wise men 
change their minds, But fools never. 
Our good friend, to quote him exactly, says, “If consolidated 
within a short time, we can command the Railroad Commission 
to build us a creditable union station centrally located.” The his- 
lory of the Railroad Commission is that it has acted on its own 
judgment in the past, and has not, heretofore, obeyed all com­ 
mands to the letter. However, it may have not been commanded 
by our good friend. H a n y cities and towns in Alabama, including 
the great city of Mobile, have undertaken to command the Rail­ 
road Commission, and in some instances their commands have been 
obeyed by this body, and we think that a careful investigation of 
the records will show that the railroads have refused in an even 
100 per cent to comply with the commands of ttys body.* One of 
America’s early philosophers once advised us to guide our feet by 
the light of experience. If we are guided by this light, we will 
not be able to get much comfort from the advice of our good friend 
to surrender our present depot and the trade it brings to us, and 
let this trade be absorbed in other quarters to await the bidding 
of the Railroad Commission, and the disposition of the railroads 
to follow its bidding. Since our good friend is in the commanding 
business, Oiowever, we wish that he would command the railroad 
commission to command the Southern Railroad to run its tracks 
and passenger and freight trains into this city, and see that these 
commands are obeyed.
